LOS ANGELES It was a public relations battle 
featuring two well-known masters of the me- 
dia, a beauty queen and a controversial ques- 
tion: Should someone born a man be allowed 
to compete in the Miss Universe pageant? 

On the East Coast was Donald Trump, the 
New %rk business tycoon whose fortune 
and brand is boosted by his ability to navigate 
storms of controversy 

On the West Coast was Gloria Allred, a 
Beverly Hills lawyer legendary for her ability 
to draw hordes of cameras to her law office 
to capture her outrage over alleged injustices 
done to her clients. 

The client is Jenna Talackova, a 23 -year-old, 
6-foot-i-inch blond Canadian who under- 
went sexual reassignment surgery four years 
ago. 

Talackova won a regional beauty crown 
qualifying her for Canada’s national title, but 
she was then told the Miss Canada Universe 
pageant in Toronto on May 19 was open only 
to “naturally born females.” 

“I am a woman,” Talackova said in a pre- 
pared statement she read to reporters in All- 


red’s conference room Tuesday “I was dev- 
astated and I felt that excluding me for the 
reason that they gave was unjust.” 

Allred attacked Trump, who owns and con- 
trols the Miss Universe franchise, for ques- 
tioning Talackova’s sexuality 

“She did not ask Mr. Trump to prove that 
he is a naturally born man or to see photos of 
his birth to view his anatomy to prove that he 
was male,” Allred said. 

How she became a female is not important, 
she said. 

“The Miss Universe competition is de- 
signed to find the one person in the world 
whose human qualities make them worthy 
of the Miss Universe crown and title,” All- 
red said. “Jenna is beautiful in every way Her 
life story will undoubtedly inspire people 
throughout the world.” 

Talackova, in a 2010 interview, said she 
knew she was a girl at age 4. She said she start- 
ed hormone therapy at age 14 and underwent 
sexual reassignment surgery at 19. 

Trump, warned of Allred’s attack when 
the lawyer alerted reporters Monday after- 
noon that she would hold the news confer- 


ence, shifted his pageant’s position in an an- 
nouncement Monday night. 

Talackova could compete provided “she 
meets the legal gender recognition require- 
ments of Canada, and the standards estab- 
lished by other international competitions,” 
the Miss Universe Organization said. 

Trump’s maneuver didn’t appear to tem- 
per Allred’s outrage. 

“The last-minute statement by Mr. 
Trump’s representative put out late yester- 
day only confuses the issue,” she said. “In- 
stead of stating clearly that Jenna will be al- 
lowed to compete, Mr. Trump qualifies it by 
adding conditions that are ambiguous.” 

She asked Trump for “a clear answer— not 
a wimpy, wishy-washy type of answer— but 
something that we can take to the bank.” 

Allred didn’t know it then, but Trump 
gave a clearer statement to CNN in New 
York two hours earlier. 

“We went by the laws of Canada and the 
laws of the United States, and those laws say 
that she should be allowed to enter the pag- 
eant,” Trump said. “So she wiU be entering 
the Miss Canada pageant.” 


Bumpy beauty pageants 

Controversy over beauty pageant rules 
is not new for Donald Trump. The media 
stir over Miss California Carrie Prejean’s 
same-sex marriage comments at Trump’s 
Miss USA pageant three years ago raised 
the profile of that competition. Prejean, 
in response to a question from a judge, 
declared her opposition to same-sex mar- 
riage. Trump initially said Prejean could 
keep her Miss California title despite a 
controversy over topless photos, missed 
appearances and her statements against 
same-sex marriage. He eventually fired her 
for “contract violations,’’ including missed 
public appearances, cnn 

The Gloria Allred files 

Allred has affected more than beauty 
contests. She hosted several news confer- 
ences in 2010 to reveal evidence that Meg 
Whitman, who was then the Republican 
nominee for governor of California, em- 
ployed an undocumented worker. The 
October surprise hampered Whitman’s 
campaign at a crucial time in her race 
against Jerry Brown, who won the election.

Chicago ended the first quarter of 2012 last 
week with 118 homicides, the worst first quar- 
ter for homicides in nine years, a RedEye analy- 
sis of preliminary police data found. 

The city recorded 50 homicides in March, up 
from 22 in March 2011, RedEye data shows. 

Chicago also saw a 57 percent increase in 
homicides from January through March com- 
pared with last year, when 75 homicides were 
recorded in the first quarter. 

The last time Chicago saw this many homi- 
cides in the first quarter was 2003, when 120 
homicides were recorded, according to a 2008 
Chicago Police Department report. 

In the past two weeks. West Englewood and 
Woodlawn each saw three homicides, police 
data shows. 

In Woodlawn, three men between the ages of 
29 and 34 were shot and killed March 27 in the 
6300 block of South Evans Avenue, police said. 

In West Englewood, a 16-year-old boy was 
shot and killed March 26 in the 1400 block of 
West 73rd Street, police said. Two days earlier, 
a 46-year-old man was shot and killed in the 
6200 block of South Honore Street, officials 
said. On March 22, a 39-year-old man was shot 
and killed in the 5500 block of South Bishop 
Street, police said. 

Meanwhile, Auburn Gresham and Chicago 
Lawn each saw two homicides in the past two 
weeks. 

In Chicago Lawn, a 49-year-old man was 



shot and killed Monday in the 6100 block of 
South Washtenaw Avenue, police said. Four 
days earlier, a 68-year-old man was strangled 
in the 6300 block of South Campbell Avenue, 
officials said. 

In Auburn Gresham, a 22-yea r-old man was 
shot to death March 29 in the 1400 block of 
West 79th Street, police said. Six days earlier, 
a 23-yea r-old man was stabbed to death in the 
8100 block of South Paulina Street, officials said. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were record- 
ed in the last two weeks in Belmont Cragin, 
Englewood, Hermosa, Riverdale, Roseland, 
South Lawndale and South Shore, RedEye data 
shows. 

Meanwhile, on March 29, Dunning and 
North Lawndale each saw a stabbing homi- 
cide, officials said. 

Two homicides have been recorded so far 
this month. Thirty homicides were logged in 
April 2011, according to RedEye data.

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Activist priest: Third incident at parish

The Rev Michael Pfieger, the activist pastor of 
St. Sabina Church on the South Side, said he 
believes someone was “trying to send a mes- 
sage” by tying a shirt to the door of a parish 
building and setting it on fire overnight. 

Pfieger, known for his campaign against 
gangs and drugs, said it’s the third time some- 
thing has been nailed to the door of a parish 
building recently In one previous incident, it 
was a bag of excrement. 

“This time they set a fire, so it’s my presump- 
tion that someone is trying to send a message,” 
Pfieger said Wednesday morning, about an hour 
after authorities alerted him to the small fire. 
“I’m not quite sure what [the message] is but ... 
it’s their third time, they’ve stepped up a little 
notch.” 

The fire was spotted around 2:15 a.m. at the 
parish’s youth community center and gymnasi- 
um in the 7800 block of South Racine Avenue, 
according to police. Police said it didn’t cause 
any major damage and they were investigating 
the incident as an attempted arson. 

Pfieger said an officer at the scene told him 
it was possible that the same person was re- 
sponsible for all three incidents. 

The controversial Roman Catholic priest 


has taken to the pulpit and the streets to fight 
gun violence and drugs in the gang-ravaged 
community around St. Sabina. 

Just this week, Pfieger and other com- 
munity members called on the city to close a 
convenience store where six people were shot 
last week, including the nephew of the Miami 
Heat’s Dwyane Wade. Pfieger contended that 


such stores allow gang members to hang out 
there and use the stores as their “field offices.”

Web trolls on defensive 


D Bloggers this week pounced on an Arizona cyberbul- 
lying bill, comparing the legislation to online censor- 
ship efforts in Syria and China and saying lawmakers in the 
state fundamentally don’t understand the Internet. 

“Trolling could get you 25 years in jail in Arizona,” declared 
a headline on Gizmodo. 

The fear is that the bill would prohibit hateful comments 
on news and social media sites, amounting to a ban on so- 
called Internet trolling. 

The problem: The bill won’t do any of that, its sponsor 
told CNN on Wednesday 

“I think they’re absolutely mistaken,” Arizona Rep. Ted 
Vogt said of bloggers and civil liberties groups that said the 
bill would censor the Internet. “They clearly haven’t read 
the bill. This law targets a course of conduct where an indi- 
vidual is harassing, threatening or annoying a specific {per- 
son}.” 

Observers said that language was overly broad and could 
be applied to censor the comments sections of websites and 
other public digital forums. 

The bill will not apply to online comment sections or 
semi-public forums such as Facebook walls, Vogt said. 

“With Facebook, you’ve got control over who your friends 
are,” he said. “So if somebody is threatening you and you 
never de-friend them, then you’re not controlling it. You’re 
inviting people to comment freely on your Facebook page. 
You can de-friend them and you can end the problem there.” 



THE EXACT LANGUAGE 

Here’s the paragraph in the bill that got everyone riled 
up: “It is unlawful for any person, with intent to terrify, 
intimidate, threaten, harass, annoy or offend, to use any 
electronic or digital device and use any obscene, lewd 
or profane language or suggest any lewd or lascivious 
act, or threaten to inflict physical harm to the person or 
property of any person. It is also unlawful to otherwise 
disturb by repeated anonymous electronic or digital 
communications the peace, quiet or right of privacy 
of any person at the place where the communications 
were received.’’

CUBS MAY HAVE 
WORK CUT OUT 
TO WIN BACK FANS

It’s been 103 years since the Cubs called them- 
selves World Series champions, and more than a 
half-century since they’ve even contended in the 
Fall Classic. 

As the sentiment shifted from “this is the year” 
to “maybe next year” last season— one that saw 
91 losses overall and way more losses than wins by 
July — something remarkable happened. A reliably 


and historically packed ballpark, even in the worst 
of times, began to see empty seats and gaps in the 
bleachers. Fans weren’t just leaving after beer sales 
ceased, they were simply not showing up at all. 

But Cubs fans say there are glimmers of hope 
this season, which kicks off with the home open- 
er Thursday against Washington, even as experts 
and analysts predict the team will be one of the 
worst in the league. 

For one thing, a new president of baseball op- 
erations, Theo Epstein— who, as the youngest 
general manager in the history of baseball, broke 
the Boston Red Sox’s World Series drought— rep- 
resents a new chapter for the team. For another, 
investment in younger players such as Starlin Cas- 
tro, who stand a chance at becoming breakout 


stars, is giving some fans reasons to hope. 

“I think last year kind of drew the line for us 
Cubs fans,” said Zack Serceo, 25, of Garfield 
Ridge. “We were sick and tired of being losers. It’s 
time to take up that Sox fans’ motto: ‘What have 
you done for me lately?’ ” 

Last season was a reckoning of sorts, Serceo 
said, when even the most dedicated Cubs fans 
began to have enough. He didn’t attend a single 
game in 2011, when the idea of a packed stadium 
during a terrible run went from being a point of 
pride to being a badge of shame. 

The numbers reflect that sentiment. 

Total attendance in 2011 was down 1.5 percent 
compared with the previous year, at 3,017,966. 
The average daily attendance dropped by 555, and

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that's not accounting for no-shows^ which 
the club tracks but docs not release* But 
Sercco said hell be back this year, if only 
for the hope that new leadership will lead 
to more excitinggames at Wrigley* 

'^Just win, play hard and win baseball 
games,” Sercco said. “Finally be that team 
that steps up and says, ‘We're not going to 
let [the opponent] win.' ” 

Heather Manning, a 33-year-old season 
ticket-holder from Wicker Park, is a realist 
about the season. 

“^u have to be an eternal optimist as 
a Cubs fan,” she said. “'Fhis year I feel like 
the optimism is a little more realistic. I 
think a lot of it is going to come down to 
individual performance.^^ If the team wins 
more games than it loses, that's enough 
reason for her to watch* 

Manning has seen it all, having attend- 
ed about 10 games a year during the past 
seven years. She saw the team clinch the 
division in 2007. She also sat about 30 rows 
away from fan Steve Bartman as he wrote 
himself into the pages of Cubs history in 
2003. 'rhat was the year Bartman infa- 
mously reached for a ball that could have 
been caught by left fielder Moises Alou, 
derailing the inning and— in hindsight, for 
many fans— marldi^ the beginning of the 
end for the team's World Series hopes. 

But 2012 is not 2003. 



Dave Hawse hopes the team can hold 
the interest of fans, both as a loyalist him- 
self and a bar general manager blocks from 
Wrigley The 32-year-old from the Gold 


Coast manages Red Ivy which last year saw 
less business as a result of what he said was 
a decreased interest in the team. 

^‘Our business revolves around the Cubs, 
it revolves around Wrigley Field,” he said. 
‘We want consistency throughout the 
whole season.” 

Asa fan, there’s a simple way the Cubs 
can keep up interest, he said. He’s seen it 
in Spring Training already: “The team just 
needs to make the games enjoyable to 
watch and at least look like they are try- 
ing.” 

“I can understand if the Cubs lose be- 
cause they are outhit or outpitched,” he 
said. “But not out-hustled.” 

With Opening Day here, Alanning’s ex- 
pectations aren’t high. She feels last year 
was rock bottom for the North Siders, and 
she doesn’t expect to see as many empty 
scats. It’s a rebuilding year, and while she 
doesn’t expect overwhelming success, 
there’s reason to watch. 

“I don’t think this year is going to be 
awesome, I really don’t,” she said. “But you 
have to look for signs of life, and any real 
fan is going to look for that. Tbu’re going to 
want to be there for that. I think things are 
good. Do I think this is the year? No. Do I 
think this is the decade? Yes. 

“I hope.”

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Your stomach may thank 
you if you start paying 
attention to aperitifs

REDEYE 

Put down that lager, that pour of merlot or 
that heavy craft cocktail. If you haven’t eaten 
yet, you might be treading dangerously close 
to doing what your mother warned you about: 
%u’re going to ruin your supper. 

Instead, bartenders suggest reaching for 
something a little lighter to stimulate the ap- 
petite, rather than drown it out. Enter the 
aperitif, a French term for a light drink served 
before a meal. 

“Typically the flavors range from bitter, 
{to} dry or acidic,” explains Stephen Cole, 
owner and bartender at Lincoln Park’s The 
Barrelhouse Flat. “Tbu want to go with a fla- 
vor profile on the bitter side. Bubbles, as in 
sparkling wines, do the trick as well.” 

Those colorful bottles of Aperol, Campari, 
Cocchi Americano, Lillet or Dolin seen grac- 
ing the back shelves and drink lists of cock- 
tail bars around Chicago? Served over ice, 
perhaps with a little soda and a twist of cit- 
rus, they’re all traditional aperitifs (or for the 
Italian brands, they’re called aperitivos). But 
few Chicagoans are bellying up to the bar to 
order them in such a simple form. 

“It’s more of a European thing,” says Tim 
Lacey, bar manager at Ada Street, a recently 
opened bar on the border of Bucktown and 
Lincoln Park. “I think in general we just 
haven’t been exposed to them in this coun- 
try” 

Instead, most drinkers are used to seeing 
the spirits served in classic and modern craft 
cocktails, which also make decent options to 
start a meal. 

“There’s always the negroni {a mix of Cam- 
pari, gin and sweet vermouth},” Lacey says. 
“I really dig its forerunner, the Americano 
{traditionally Campari, sweet vermouth and 
soda water}.” 

For an aperitif at his bar. Cole recom- 
mends the Cape Suzette — scotch and rum 
drink made with Aperol— but anything with 
absinthe, Cocchi Americano or Dolin’s dry 
vermouth will do. For Lacey, the best starter 
is a pour of sparkling wine. 

“With wine, you’re looking for something 
high in acid to get your mouth watering— ei- 
ther the Bouillot sparkling rose or the Vilar- 
nau brut cava,” Lacey says. 

If you’re looking for a cocktail to start your 
night at Ada Street, Lacey recommends the 
Falling in Love Again, a mix of riesling. Im- 
bue (a vermouth made in Portland) and lem- 
on juice. 

Aperitifs’ after-dinner counterpart, the 
digestif, is having a moment in the Chicago 
cocktail scene as well, with amaro-based 
cocktails are being played up at spots such as 
RPM Italian in River North and The Purple 
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It’s more of a European 
thing. I think in general 
we just haven’t been exposed 
to them in this country.”

Pig on the Mag Mile. Recently opened Lin- 
coln Park restaurant Balena features a cock- 
tail list with Italian aperitives and digestives. 

“(Digestifs or digestives] are meant to 
aid in digestion ... they tend to have more 
intense, darker flavors,” Lacey says. “Some- 
thing like Fernet Branca is more complex 
and bitter. It tastes, and I say this as someone 
who genuinely loves it, like menthol and dirt. 
In the best possible way” 


While Cole does occasionally see custom- 
ers ordering an aperitif on the rocks, it’s a 
trend that hasn’t caught on just yet— but give 
it some time. 

“With the cocktail trend in the states com- 
ing back over the last 20 years, our customers 
have the ability to venture out a little more 
and they’re starting to realize all the new in- 
teresting products that are available to them.”

41 years of frozen margarita goodness

He may not have created the first margarita, 
but Mariano Martinez transformed the drink 
from a border cantina concoction to the na- 
tion’s most popular alcoholic beverage with 
his invention in Dallas of the frozen margarita 
machine. 

Forty-one years later, Martinez’s invention 
has increased U.S. demand for tequila and 
contributed to the widespread popularity of 
Tex-Mex cuisine. 

It was 1971, and he was a 26 -year-old Dal- 
las restaurateur whose dream of operating his 
own Mexican restaurant was melting before 
his eyes. Martinez couldn’t master the icy 
consistency of frozen margaritas, much to the 
dismay of his customers. 

With his business on the rocks and facing 
a coup from his bartenders, who complained 
the slushy concoctions were too time-con- 
suming and complicated to make, Martinez 
was desperately searching for a remedy 

“I had a sleepless night and the next day I 
stopped to get a cup of coffee at a y-Eleven 
and I saw that Slurpee machine,” Martinez 
said. “The entire concept hit me at one time.” 

An inspired Martinez retrofitted an old 


soft-serve machine and, using his father’s 
margarita recipe, streamlined the production 
of what has become America’s most-ordered 
alcoholic beverage. 

Happy hour would never be the same. The 
drink was an instant success and attracted 
people from across the state who wanted to 
sample Martinez’s slushy creation. 

“If it hadn’t been for that machine, I 
wouldn’t be here today” he said. “That ma- 
chine allowed me to stay in business for the 
last 40 years.” 

The invention saved Martinez’s restaurant 
and also jump-started the U.S. demand for te- 
quila as knock-off machines spread to mom- 
and-pop and chain restaurants. 

The popularity of the drink only increased 
with the introduction of the frozen margarita 
machine, which produced a consistent bever- 
age. It became so popular that in 2006, the 
margarita surpassed the martini as the most- 
ordered alcoholic beverage, representing 
17 percent of all mixed-drink sales, according 
to Brown-Forman, one of the largest Ameri- 
can-owned spirits and wine companies. 

Americans drink an average of 185,000 
margaritas every hour, Brown-Forman says. 


Over time, America’s taste for tequila has 
become more refined; demand for top-shelf 
tequila has reached an all-time high. The big- 
gest boom is in the super-premium category, 
which has seen imports increase 336 percent 


since 2002, according to the Distilled Spirits 
Council of the United States. 

“We are past the days of slamming down 
tequila,” Martinez said. “We are in an era of 
100 percent agave tequila.”

Tifty Shades of Grey’ is a hit with women

At the nail salon, the grocery store and the 
gym, Jen Boudin of Melville, N.Y., has been 
urging friends and even strangers to read “Fif- 
ty Shades of Grey”— a racy romance incorpo- 
rating bedroom bondage and servitude that 
has become a grassroots phenomenon among 
women. 

“I’m at the gym, we’re washing our hands 
at the sink. I say ‘Have you read the book?’ 
That’s what it’s known as— ‘the book,’ ” 
Boudin says. The allure? “Shades of Grey” is 
chick lit gone wild. 

“Fifty Shades” tells the tale of college stu- 
dent Anastasia Steele and 27-year-old billion- 
aire entrepreneur Christian Grey who asks 
Steele to sign a contract to be his submissive 
partner in a sadomasochistic relationship. 

The power of word-of-mouth recommen- 



dation has catapulted the 
novel by unknown London 
author E.L. James to 
worldwide attention. 

This week, 575,000 
paperback copies 
of “Fifty Shades 
of Grey” hit U.S. 
bookstores. On 
April 17, the re- 
maining two 
books in the tril- 
ogy— “Fifty Shades 
Darker” and “Fifty 
Shades Freed”— will 
join the first book on 
shelves, for a total of more 
than I million copies. 

Laurie Segal, a social worker in 


private practice in Williston Park, 
N.Y., says the book has taken 
on a life of its own. “The 
question is: Why? What 
does it touch upon in the 
psyche of women?” she 
says. 

The women who 
like “Fifty Shades” like 
it not because of the 
kinky sex but because 
it is an escape from 
their everyday lives. 
The sexually gifted Grey 
is handsome, wealthy and, 
for some readers, incredibly 
attentive. 

Unlike many of the book’s read- 
ers, Steele isn’t weighed down by responsi- 


bilities; her mind isn’t cluttered with a to-do 
list. She is discovering sex for the first time. 
Inside and outside the “Red Room of Pain”— 
Grey’s playroom where Steele encounters his 
whips, chains and handcuffs— he wants to 
make all the decisions and she typically lets 
him. 

That relationship has turned off many peo- 
ple, including celebrity therapist Dr. Drew 
Pinsky who has called the books violent and 
the obsession with them “disturbing.” How- 
ever, readers are quick to point out the book 
is not a how-to guide or a testament to the 
lifestyle. 

“I don’t think women who are reading this 
book are going out and buying whips and 
chains and masks,” said Kathleen Schmidt of 
Glen Rock, N.J. “I think it’s just a fantasy and
